The couswuption here had been in 
the ineantime growing rapidly, and 
the number of inanufacturers had been 
increased. Latterly the domestic pro- 
duction has shown the largest voluime 
of increase, aud it is variously estimia- 
ted that the annual output reaches 
6,500,000to 7,500,000 pounds, while the 
production is now fully equal to the 
requirements of the trade. 

For some time past, as our market 
reports have shown, there has been a 
scarcity of supplies, but the causes 
that have brought about this deficiency 
ure not gencrally known. One of the 
reasous assigned, und the one which 
appears to have some significance, 
is a curtailment of the production 
through mistaken calculations. An 
other and more potent reason given 
for the scarcity is the short wine 
crops in France, Italy, and other 
Wine-growing countries during the 
past two years. As we have stated be- 
fore in writing on this subject, a short 
wine crop means a short supply of 
argols, tur, although, the argols pro- 
duced at the present vintage would 
not, in the ordinary course, be avail- 
able for sowie years, When the crop of 
wine is stuall the necessity of cleaning 
out the tanks for its reception is ren- 
dered unnecessary, and the accuimu- 
lation of previous years are allowed to 
remain until a large yield of wine ne- 
cessitates the cleaning of the tanks, 
In the meantime consuwers of argols 
are obliged to draw their supplies from 
surplus stocks in the hands of dealers 
and speculators. ‘These latter always 
take advantage of a small wiue crop 
to put up the price of argols, but 
this year they have been assisted in 
their endeavor by an unusual demand 
from American manufacturers of crea 
tartar, who, wishing to take advantage 
of the high prices aud the large de- 
mand for their product, have sent over 
large orders for argols, readily follow- 
ing the advance made by holders. 
Thus, when argeols were at [240, they

Asa 
consequence of this demand from ail 
quarters, the argol market has been 
brought into a feverish and excited 
condition, prices running up to [205, as 
we learn by late cables. Our manu- 
facturers are entirely dependent upon 
Europe for their supply of raw material, 
the California product amounting to lit- 
tle or nothing, for reasons it is not neces- 
sary topresent here. In view of the com- 
bination of circumstances, it is not sur- 
prising that prices for cream should 
have an advancing tendency, Prices 
of crude argols, which averaged £200@ 
225 in France during the past five 
years, have now reached [255.@ 260, with 
very little stock held by middlemen, 
and a fuither advance is not improba- 
ble. Should prices for the raw mate- 
rial continue to advance, there is 
danger that the cost of cream tartar 
lay Le increased to such a point as to 
check its consumption in baking pow- 
ders. 

‘The increased consumption of creain 
tartar in this country is due to the 
stringent health laws recently enacted 
in this and other States, which pro- 
hibit the use of alum and other dele- 
terious substances iu the inanufacture 
of baking powders. Those manufac- 
turers who had formerly employed 
alu in their powders, having been 
forced to discontinue its use, are uow 
taking creaim tartar in its stead, and 
the industry has thus received fresh 
impetus, which has raised it to its 
preseut proportions. Aside from its 
use in baking powders, the cousunip- 
tion of crea tartar is comparatively 
limited. A statement of the consuwimp-

THE SCARCITY OF GOODS 1 
PAINT MARKET. 

One of the leading features of the 
paint market is the scarcity of most of 
the principal articles, more particularly 
the heavy goods. This scarcity is not 
altogether of recent development. It 
has been growing since early in the 
season, and it has now reached such 
proportions as to embarrass operations 
to a very great extent. The primary 
cause of the paucity of supplies may 
be fouud in the unprecedented demand 
which has prevailed since the begin- 
ning of the season, The Spring trade 
opened rather late, and there were no 
indications of an unusual call for cer- 
tain ciasses of goods. Importers were 
careful in placing their orders on the 
other side, having gained, by the ex- 
perience of 1879, a wholesome fear of: 
over-importation. They made no al- 
lowance for the large demand that was 
soon to follow, and consequently they 
found before the season was more than 
half over that they were in a trying 
positiou. As their stocks began to run 
low they found they could not renew 
their coutracts with foreign manufac- 
turers with any prospect of obtaining 
the goods promptly, as the foreign 
trade was assuming large proportions 
and commanding the almost entire 
attention of the manufacturers, and 
when the goods were obtainable, the 
scarcity of freight room prehibited 
early shipment. With regard to goods 
of domestic manufacture, the position 
is substantially the same, though the 
causes that have led to the scarcity 
are vastly different. In order to dis- 
cover these causes it is necessary to go 
back to the manufacturing processes, 
when it will be found that manufactu- 
rers have been hampered by the lack 
of sufficient supplies of chemicals and 
other raw materials. Acetic acid, 
prussiate and bichromate of potash, 
and many other similar substances 
that are required in large quantity in 
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the production of certain élasses of 
colors have been in short supply for 
months. The position of white lead 
and the pig metal also has had a seri- 
ous effect upon the production of the 
oxides and the chromates. Such an 
article, for instance, as American ver- 
milion, which has for a long time 
brought little remuneration to the 
inanufacturer, does not pay the cost of 
production at present prices of crude 
material. Consequently, manufactu- 
rers have been indifferent, and now 
that the time has come when the de- 
mand for this pigment is greatest, they 
find themselves with little or no stock, 
and crude material as high and as 
scarce as ever. Another article that 
might be mentioned in this connection 
is orange inineral. The production of 
this pigment has been, always, on a 
couiparatively limited scale, and there 
has been no inducement to manufactu- 
rers to increase their output. Of late 
a new industry has sprung up in which 
large quantities of orange mineral are 
consulmed, and yet under an import 
duty of 3c per lb. the foreign pigment 
is brought here and used in preference 
to the domestic product, though the 
latter is conceded to be as good, if 
not better, than any produced by 
European manufacturers. We might 
cite a number of such instances, but it 
would be wandering too far from the 
subject under discussion. The demand 
does not, however, represent truthfully 
the consumption, though it is true 
that the latter has been enormous this 
year, in consequence of the extensive 
building operations all over the coun- 
try. The goods going out are being 
ordered largely for prospective require- 
ments, Since the month of August rail- 
road freight rates to the West and other 
points have been unusually low, and 
dealers and consumers have hastened 
to take advantage of this circumstance 
in their favor to order in excess of their 
immediate needs, and to a great extent 
many lave contracted for sufficient 
supplies to carry them over until next 
Spring. A peculiar circumstance in this 
conection is that prices have not been 
affected to as great an extent as would 
seem to be warranted. ‘There has, of 
course, been some advance, but prices . 
have not risen to anything like tue 
figures reached in previous years under 
similar conditions. It would be difie 
cult to give a lucid explanation of thi; 
condition of affairs, but it might | 
found that manufacturers had not an- 
ticipated a continuance of the dema:d.

THE POSITION OF CINCHONA 
BARKS AND QUININE. 


The outlook for quinine, as indi- 
cated by the statistical position of the 
bark market, is not such as to en- 
courage the hope of higher prices, 
based upoff the cost of production, nor 
is it as dark as some of the more beai - 
ish operators in the alkaloid have pre- 
dicted. ‘The stock now is large, as 
compared with former years, and has 
been augimented during the present: 
year at arate which might be alarm- 

gtothe holders of bark. This in- 
crease is chiefly attributable to the 
heavy receipts of bark from the newly 
discovered fields in Buccaramanga, 
South America, and of cultivated East 
Indian. The former, as indicated in 
the report upon that district, which 
we published sonie weeks ago, is not 
likely to prove a permanent source of 
supply; and if our information upon 
that point is entirely correct, the effect 
of these ‘‘Cuprea” barks, as they are 
popularly termed, has been greater 
this year than it is ever likely to be in 
the future. The discoveries-there are 
described as being in the nature ofa 
‘**pocket,” the limits of which have 
already been pretty well determined. 
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The East Indian barks are a more form- 
idable obstacle to high prices. The 
cultivation of barks there is steadily 
extending, and it is stated that they 
can be produced at a very small cost, 
so that even much lower prices than 
now rule would suffice to induce an 
extended cultivation of the cinchona 
tree. The richness of these barks has, 
however, been exaggerated. While 
samples have been shown which con- 
tained as high as ten or eleven per 
cent. of alkaloids, the average per cent- 
age of that alkaloid in the barks now 
constituting the heavy stocks in Lon- 
don, and constantly coming forward, 
would not exceed two percent. There 
seems to be a full supply of bark, and 
the indications are that still lower 
prices will have to be accepted for it 
than have prevailed for many years. 
Still, we do not find that the outlook 
is so depressing as to warrant the be- 
lief that the chief alkaloid will be 
reduced much below its present level, 
unless the consumption should be di- 
minished by the substitution of the 
other alkaloids. Some of the most 
intelligent merchants in the trade 
anticipate that quinine will go down 
to about $1; but for this we see no 
warrant except in a very light con- 
sumption. It is possible that the 
Western overflows and the Tunisian 
war nay create a large increase in the 
demand, resulting in materially higher 
prices, or on the other hand, a con- 
tinuation of the limited rate of con- 
sumption which has prevailed for some 
months past, may prove depressing to 
prices for the article. Any material 
variation either way seems more likely 
to come from the direct influence of 
the consumption of the alkaloid than 
from a change in the cost of manufac- 
ture. We are not inclined to predict 
the course of prices for quinine, as 
they are governed by influences entirely 
separate from the cost of manufacture, 
but so far as they are governed by the 
value of the crude material, the posi- 
tion seems to warrant a steady main- 
tenance of about present values.

ment of the case. This, in the nature 
of things cannot be had with patent 
medicines. While it is true that some 
patent medicines are conscientiously 
and scientifically prepared, the majori- 
ty of them are gross frauds, and owe 
their popularity solely to the extensive 
advertising they receive and the low 
price at which they are sold. A large 
percentage are prepared by people en- 
tirely devoid of medical skill, and often 
ignorant of the rudiments of even a 
common school education. But such 
people may be protected in an on- 
slaught upon the public health by a 
Government patent which conveys full 
sanction to them to injure if not de- 
stroy the health of the poor and the 
ignorant. This patent law can scarcely 
be equalled for stupidity. It places no 
conditions about the granting of a 
patent for a medical compound, other 
than those imposed upon an improve- 
ment in mechanics, whereas there is no 
analogy between the cases. A com- 
pound that for aught patent officials 
know, may produce death, is given a 
warrant of protection, provided the 
fees are paid, and it does not conflict 
with any other patented compounds. 
No man should thus be given a license 
to trade on the public health unless he 
has been duly qualifled by education 
and experience for the practice of med- 
icine, aud no patent should be granted 
on a medical compound until it has 
been thoroughly examined by experts 
as to its effect in the cases for which it 
is prescribed. But the Government 
should go farther. It should refuse to 
grant trademarks and copyright labels 
for use on patent medicines, without a 
similar scrutiny, for of late years these 
two methods have been more resorted 
to than the former. These have been 
the regulations imposed in France and 
Russia for years, and they have no 
doubt had a very beneficial effect.

have got to be an abuse and a 
nuisance, and the French Government 
has at last been aroused to suppress it. 
It has got to bea powerful element 
backed by great wealth, and any at 
tempt at suppression in this country 
would meet with vigorous opposition, 
but let a step be taken toward reform. 
If Congress will pass a law compelling 
all proprietary medicines to have 
plainly printed upon them the formula 
by which they are compounded, so that 
the people may see what they are tak- 
ing, it would be a long step in the right 
direction. This would not involve any 
radical change, for the formulas of 
patent medicines are public property, 
of which all may avail themselves by 
applying at the patent office. This 
much protection to the poor and ig- 
norant of the country is due by the 
Government. It should no longer be 
permitted that ignoramuses and frauds 
trade upon the credulity or stupidity 
of the people, and the step referred to 
would go a long way towards checking 
the evil. The point reached in France 
can scarcely be hoped for in a country 
so young as ours, but let some move- 
ment be made toward its final attain- 
ment.

The Outlook for Cottonseed Products, 
Mempuis, Oct. 22, 1881, 
Editor O11, Paint AND DruG@ REvORTER: 

In your issue of the 11th, alluding to cotton. 
seed oil, etc., you infer that the high prices paid 
for seed would bring it to market from places 
whence it never before came, and thereby the 
deficit caused by partial failure of the crop 
would be made up to the mills. This would ger. 
tainly be true if the seed was there to be had, 
Not so. Go where you may, back from off the 
lines of railroad and river courses, the fact that 
only about half a crop has been made is too well 
established. High prices therefore will not make 
up the deficit—it must first be produced. There 
are now 55 mills, an increase of 14 over last 
season, yet the production will be 1-3 less. This 
deficit is not alone attributed to short crop, but 
the yield is 10 to 12 ¢ less per ton than any pre. 
ceding years. With this outlook, both oil and 
cake must rule still higher in price than the 
present. To-day it is notas high in proportion 
as other oils. Again, we are not so dependent 
upon a foreign demand as formerly; home*con- 
sumption is increasing yearly; very soon it will 
take the plaee of lard in the household. Many 
thousand barrels of summer refined will be con- 
sumed for cooking purposesin this portion of 
the country this season. The fact that it is better 
and 50 % cheaper than lard is well established 
and only waiting for some slight prejudices tobe 
overcome, when the housekeeper will bid fare- 
well to the adulterated and unwhoiesome hog 
lard.

Let me say right here, that I consider it an ul- 
likeliheod, that brokers can be “‘ crowded out” 
from the workings of the calls, as some persons 
seem to think. On the contrary, their services 
can be very efficient, nay, more, I believe to them 
will fall the heaviest share of the call work, 
simply because, in doing business with each 
other, the merchants not only work for their 
daily bread, but also will forever be trying to 
outdo each other. They do not belong to that 
coming race or age of which Bulwer Lytton 
speaks, where every man has sufficient and does 
not care for more or most; and for this reason 
merchants will be unable to deal with each other’ 
directly to any great extent, 1. e,, without the 
aid of brokers. Here, of course, 1 refer only 
such transactions as come within the scope of 
legitimate trading. Were it the intention to 
make the “ calls’ a mode of gambling, dealers 
naturally would be more indifferent about mak- 
ing their dealings pnblic immediately, but, 81 
understand it, that sort of trading is not to be it 
augurated. For the question of brokerage to be 
paid on “call dealings,” there would seem to be, 
in my opinion, but one solution, namely: Whet 
a broker has an order to buy for a principal, that 
principal pays the brokerage. Again, when a bro 
ker is instructed to sell and make sales, the seller 
or sellers should likewise compensate him. The 
percentage of brokerage to be the customary 
1s, unless another amount has been privately 
agreed upon between principals and brokers. 

A special object of the “calls,” as I have been 
told by Exchange members, is to establish 
prices. How, among the ups and downs of & 
fluctuating market, a price can be established, I 
cannot easily conceive, having still the impres- 
sion that the cost of an article or supply or de- 
mand cao be the only factors on this point ; 
these have not been establishing values, they 
certainly ought todo so. Heretofore the brokers 
have been almost the only means employed by 
merchants of ascertaining the ruling competing 
quotations in a market. Are the merchants 
losing faith in the brokers? Is their information 
less reliable ? Are brokers, generally, no longet 
worthy of confidence? I cannot believe that 
such is the case, but, if true, only in the slightest 
measure, it is nigh time to apply remedies.

Ebbitt and Joseph A. Hatry, held sev- 
eral meetings and carefully considered a 
plan which had previously been formulated 
under the advice of the Executive Com- 
mittee. This plan as revised by the special 
committee was submitted as its report to 
the meeting last Wednesday, and was, upon 
motion of Mr. Tyler, accepted. It was fur- 
ther resolved by the meeting, upon motion 
of Mr. John McKesson Jr., that on and af- 
ter Monday, October 31st., there be a daily

All dig- 
putes as to priority of offers or acceptances, or 
whether withdrawals were in time or not, siial] 
be decided on the spot by-the person making the 
“call,” subject to an appeal to the members pres 
ent. Such an appeal must be promptly made 
and the decision of a majority of the member 
present and voting shall be final.

Whenever a dispute arises hetween buyer ani

Clarion shows up to the tune of two dry 
holes this month.

The daily production of the 
entire Clarion region is now under 1,700 
barrels, a sad decline from the 11,000 
poured out in the palmy days of the dis- 
trict. Many of the wells are so small that 
they barely pay expenses, in consequence 
of which scores of them will be abandoned 
during the winter and the machinery 
taken to Allegany county to help swell the 
productiou and depress the price of crude.

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Physiological and Chemical Position 
of Chinoline. 

The Pharmaceutical Journal and Transac- 
tions gives tLe following abstract of a paper 
in the Berichte, by J. Donath, on the anti- 
septic value of chinoline and its chemical 
reactions: 

Some time since the author called atten- 
tion to the antipyretic and antiseptic action 
of chinoline (Berichle, xiv., 178). It was 
stated among other things that it can lower 
the temperature of the blood, prevent the 
putrefaction of easily decomposable sub- 
stances, such as urine, blood and gelatine, 
stop the coagulation of blood and greatly 
retard that of milk. 

How energetic a bacteria poison chino- 
line is has since been proved by some di- 
rect experiments with Bucholz’s cultivation 
liquid (containing sugar candy, 10 parts, 
ammonium tartrate, 1 part, and potassium 
phosphate, 0.5 part, in 100 parte of water, 
and with an alkaline reaction.) Two beak- 
ers, each containing 100 grams of this 
liquid, and one of them in addition 0.20 
gram of chinoline were exposed without 4 
cover. The addition of a putrescent liquid 
is not necessary for the development of 
bacteria, as these result after about eight 
days through the deposit of germs from 
the atmosphere. After twelve days the 
control liquid was turbid; grey-browD 
flakes of fungus, as big as a hazel nut, 
floated on thé surface, and in the liguid 
and at the bottom were pellets of whitish 
transparent fungus. Forty-six days after 
the commencement of the experiment the 
control liquid was brownish yellow, cov- 
ered partly with brownish skin, partly 
with swollen balls of greenish fungu* 
showing under the microscope a dense 
tangle of thread-like forms and yellowish 
granular pieces, and smelling like yeast. 
The liquid containing chinoline, oD the 
contrary, remained quite clear and had not 
lost the smell of chinoline, It may also be 
mentioned that in a well-corked bottle, 
half full of unboiled Bucholz liquid, there 
was no development of bacteria at the end 
of four months. The prevention of fresh 
access of air was therefore sufficient to 
check the developmentfof bacteria. 

In the communication referred to the 
antifermentative property of chinoline was 
also mentioned. It was shown that even &

The activity in the demand for ready mixed 
paints continues.

The difficulty noticed in our last as having oc- 
eured between the blowers and manufacturers 
at Pittsburg has not been settled, and the lock- 
out therefore becomes permanent as the fires 
cannot be successfully banked for longer than 
one week. The effect upon Pittsburg manufac- 
turers will prove very disasterous not only to 
themselves but to consumers. The former will 
be unable to fill heavy orders taken earlier in the 
season, and the consumers will tnerefore be com- 
pelied to go elsewhere for their glass, and of 
course pay an advance over the contract prices. 
Already French has been advanced as reported 

‘ last week, and to-morrow a meeting is to 
be held in this city to consider the ad- 
visability of making a still greater advance. 
The movement has not yet assumed a definite 
shape in New Jersey, but the blowers and manu- 
facturers are in consultation in reference to an 
advance in wages, and unless some agreement is 
reached a lockout may occur in that State. New 
York State manufacturers held a meeting last 
week and advanced prices as follows: To job- 
bers—single, 65%; double, 60 and 20< ; general 
trade—single, 60 and 5%; double, 60 and 10s; 
f.o. b. at factories, usual terms. They are all 
crowded with orders, which they are unable to 
fill for prompt delivery. On spot: American 
quotes firmly at 60@60@20o, and French to-day 
sells at 50c, with no shadings. Large orders for 
the latter cannot be filled owing to the low state 
of spot stocks and the bad assortment. 


Plate glass is in active demand, importers be- 
Ing pressed to fill orders. Stocks are badly cut 
up. Discounts are unchanged and 50% is gener- 
ally quoted.

Barytes, no doubt, ismore commonly 
used, it being heavier, taking less oil, and 
therefore the most profitable, or furnishing 
the greatest amount of cheat for the least 
money. Barytes is a fraud, and although I 
have heard manufacturers say that it was or 
might be an improvement, I never could 
see it. It has not the;first element of a 
paint; it will not assimilate with oil; it 
will not cover, and alone could not be 
worked asa pigment. So that the money 
paid for every pound of barytes in white 
lead is money paid for that which has no 
more value than the white sand upon the

CARMINE, 


Carmine is no doubt adulterated with 
starch, and sometimes by the new aniline 
colors which are produced in all hues so 
cheaply, and it 1s a color which can best be 
tested only in a practical way, Pure car- 
mine obtained from cochinealis reckoned 
among the durable colors, and if it fails 
quickly on exposure we may be sure that 
some cheaper color like aniline or starch 
has been incorporated with or substituted 
for it, ™ 


Adulterations in Paint Stock. 


At the recent meeting of the Master Car 
Painters’ Association in this city, Mr. J. H. 
Will read a paper upon the adulteration of 
paint stock and the methods of detecting 
it, which contains many practical sugges- 
tions. We copy the report from the 
Painters’ Magazine, in which the proceed- 
ings have been freely recorded, Mr. Will's 
paper was as follows : 

The subject assigrred to me is ‘‘ What 
are the adulterations employed, and the 
most simple methods of testing the quali- 
ties and detecting adulteration in paint 
stook. 

In opening this subject I shall be very 
simple, treating it from a practical, more 
than a chemical point ot view. 

I believe if we could get stock in ac- 
cordance with gur own judgment and 
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OCHRE, &C. 

The siennas, umbers and ochkyes way all 
be classed under one head. They are all 
ochrous earths, the coloring property of 
which comes from the ironinthem. These 
ure both adulterated and imitated; that is 
to say, the ochres are ground with barytes 


and sold as genuine. No doubt, too, these 
colors in grinding are oftentimes toned up 
and have their staining properties increased 
by the introduction of brighter and fugi- 
tive colors. 

LINSEED OIL, 

But I must not forget linseed oil, which 
next to white lead is the most important 
part of our stock, Linseed oil is both 
adulterated and imitated. Gallons of fish, 
mineral and vegetable oils are mixed with 
and sold as linseed oil. This takes place, 
I am satisfied, after it leaves the crusher’s 
mill, and it is, Iam convinced, quite prac- 
ticable for us always to get a pure linseed 
oil. I have been told by a manufacturer 
that when, during the war, linseed oil was 
so high, there were makers of linseed oil 
all over the country who advertised a su- 
perior oil one-half the price of linseed. 
They contrived by deodorizing and adding 
drying properties to fish, cottonseed and 
mineral oils, to make an oil which had the 
appearance and fragrance of pure linseed 
oil. This same thing is done now, and 
what is worse, they are sold as, or superiur 
to, linseed oil. This must be fraud. If 
they would advertise them as improved 
substitutes, no one could object. We are 
not, however, hkely to be imposed upon 
by these oils, unless it is in the pigments 
ground in oil which we are called upon to 
use. The great danger with linseed oil is 
that it is often used too fresh. By standing 
it purifies itself of the fibrous and other 
matter which necessarily comes from the 
crushing process. By age it ripens and 
becomes better fitted for its use as vehicle 
tor paints. 

TESTING, 


Now one word as to the second branch of 
the inquiry. White lead, when adulterated 
with barytes, is easily detected by the 
washing process with which we are all fas 
miliar. It can also be detected in the 
working and appearance of the color. It 
is noticeable in the settling at the bottom 
of pots, which is no doubt barytes. A mix- 
ture of this will not work well under the 
brush; it is harsh and rough, not the 
smooth, silky working of pure lead. Its 
reduced body is alsu seen in its effects 
when mixed with color. If we take equal 
quanties of a pure and of a suspected 
lead, and mix with each an equal quantity 
of any positive color, we shall find the 
adulterated is deeper in tone and not as 
clear and bright as the pure lead. Reverse 
this, take equal quantities of two positive 
colors, mix:with each an equal quantity of 
white lead, and that which mixes,the deep- 
est and purest tint is the best color. And 
in this way most all colors can be tested. 

Vermilion, if adulterated amd not a mere 
imitation, will be detected{ by placing a 
small quantity on a piece off red-hot iron ; 
if pure, it will all evaporate ; if not, it will 
leave a dross. Its permanencefof color can 
be determined only by exposure to the at- 
mosphere. 

In the case of linseed oil, its adulteration 
can generally be detected by the smell on 
heating it ; they can hardly deodorize the 
oil so well that the odor of the adulteranta 
cannot be discovered in this way. But we 
can always proctire pure linseed oil if we 
buy of reliable parties. 

In conclusion, 1 would say that a great 
deal has beon written on adulteration of 
paints and oil, and the Painters’ Magazine 
has done good work in this respect; as 
also in other publications you will find 
many tests which it is not necessary should 
be repeated here. After all, we as practical 
painters, must rely mainly upon the prac 
tical tests to which we may subject all ma- 
terial. In our own shops stock is tried, 
and its quality and reliability determined 
by a practical test, We must regard that 
as our only safeguard against poor and 
adulterated stock, and our main reliance 
in getting what we want. Having tested 
samples which may be submitted, I feel 
that we can then safely rely upon a repu- 
table house to fill our orders honestly and 

according to bill,

Animal and Fish Oils. 

The easier fee.ing inthe lard oil market noticed 
in our last has b2en followed by a sharp decline, 
owing to lower prices for raw material. The 
concessions have failed to stimulate the demand 
to any appreciable extent. There is a fair trade 
doing but large lots are neglected. Exporters 
cannot afford to come into the market until 
much lower prices are named, and the wants of 
home consumers are easily supplied. The mar- 
ket was somewhat irregular at the close, some 
pressers demanding 95@96c while others were 
willing to sell at 94@95c. The decline in oil has 
not been as great asthe decline in lard wonld 
seem to warrant, but this may be accounted for 
by the fact that pressers are now getting very 
low prices for stearine. The off grades have not 
responded to the decline in prime, owing to the 
scarcity and comparatively high cost of greases. 
The demand for the better kinds of the off oils is 
very good, but the poorer grades find few buyers 
as better oils of other kinds can now be had on 
nearly the same terms. Extra No.1 is quoted 
atarange of 84@88c according to grade and 
brand,and No.1 at 65@80c. There is a large sup- 
ply of No, 2 offering, but it receives little atten- 
tion. The general quotations range from 55@ 
62140, but some grades can be had at less than 
the inside price. 

Tallow oils continue in active request, but 
there is not much offering, We hear of a sale of 
100 bbls prime Westeru at a price equivalent to 
7134c, but it is deubtful if eny more could be had 
on the same terms at present writing. We hear 
of no No. 1 oil on the market. 


Manufactured whale oil is quiet but steady in 
sympathy with the firm market for crude. The 
stocks of the latter at New Bedford on the Slst 
ult. were given as 4,350 bbls, against 11,000 bbls 
at the same date last year. The Arctic fleet is 
beginning to come in at San Francisco, and as it 
is a much earlier date than usual, the occurrence 
is looked upon as an indication of a short catch 
by some of the interested. Be this as it may, the 
fact remains, unless early overland shipments are 
mae, and this seems hardly probable in view of 
the unsatisfactory results attending the experi 
ment last year, none of this season’s catch can 
be counted in this year’s stock. The prospects 
are that as stocks are so low, holders will main- 
tain ‘present prices at New Bedford until the 
arrival of new oil. 


Manufactured sperm oil is in good demand. 
Prices are very firm in sympathy with crude, but 
no further advance has been made. We quote 
winter at $1 07@1 10 for natural and $1 12@1 15 
for bleached. Seasorable oils are obtainable at 
about 2@3c less than the prices for winter. 


Crude menhaden oil is notin demand as dealers 
are stocked up. Sales can only be made when 
extremely low terms are named and then the oil 
must be of good quality. Manufacturers, how- 
ever, are not disposed to meet the views of 
buyers and are sending very little forward. 
There is some Southern oil of good quality but 
rather off in odor that is offering here at 35c, 
but the best bid that we have heard on it was 
33c. Darker oils from the same section are to be 
had at 340 or less according to quality. For good 
light Sound or Northern oil 37c at the factories is 
demanded or 38c on the spot. The only sale that 
we heard of was alot of 200 bbls good quality 
at 37c. There have been some further inquiries 
for export, but the prices named failed to meet 
the views of shippers, and no sales have resulted. 
The fishing season has virtually ended, and very 
few additions to the supply will be received dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. The total stock 
in manufacturers’ hands at date is 11,390 bbls, 
against 6,401 on Nov. Ist, 1880, and 4,591 bbls in 
December of the same year. As the consump- 
tion has been fully as large. if not larger, than 
that of last year, this would seem to indicate a 
much greater catch, 

The mapufactured oils are steady at unchang- 
ed prices. There is still a fair demand from con- 
sumeré, but there is less disposition shown to lay 
in stock. and considerable falling off is noted in 
the nnmber and size of sales. The quotations 
are 4434@45c for natural winter pressed, stand- 
ing a cold test down to 35°, 41@43¢ for light 
pressed seasonable, 39@40c for dark pressed, 40 
@A2c for straits, and 35@40c for bank, according 
to’sélier and quality. The reported transactions 
are 100 bbis light pressed at 41@42c and 150 bbls 

‘dark at 39@40c. Bleached oils are firmly held, 
andare in: good jobbing request. The closing 
quotations were 470 for gensenable and 45¢ for 
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English sod oil is unchanged. A wide range of 
prices is given, some holders quoting 50c, while 
others demand as high as 70c. These prices, 
however, are the extremes, the general quota 
tions being 55@600. We hear of salesof 75 bbl 
at 50@550. Domestic is held steadily at 55@60e, 
and has a fair demand. 

Degras is still quotable at 814@9}¢o for French 
as to holder and quantity, and English at 334@4c. 
There is a fair trade in progress, and we learn of 
sales of 25 bbls of the former and 50 bbls of the 
latter at the above quotations. 

Black fish oil is selling to a moderate extent in 
small lots at our quotations. Sea elephant oil is 
moving fairly and in a jopbing way, and is steadi- 
ly held at 75c for bleached winter. Seal oil, 
bleached winter, standing a cold test of 32 deg., 
is in good demand. Prices are firm, and we con 
tinue to quote at 70@72c. 

Dog fish oil is not coming to this market as it 
finds a better outlet through Boston. The lots 
offered here last week have been withdrawn but 
a bid of 35¢ would no doubt still secure a lot. 


Cod oil does not receive much attention not- 
withstanding the fact that it is offered almost as 
low as prime light crude menhaden. Round lots 
of domestic can be procured at 39@40c, and 
40@41c will buy English but we hearof no sales 
from first hands. Dealers report a fair demand 
from consumers but the volume of business is not 
large. We note sales of 100 bbis Labrador, in 
lots, at 4214@430, and 50 bbls Newfoundland at 
45@45i¢c. We quote for jobbing lots from 
second hands, 424@44c for Labrador and 45@ 
46 for Newfoundland, according to quality. 


Saponified red oil is lower. Manufacturers 
have caught up with their orders and being now 
able to offer for prompt delivery are making con- 
cessions in the hope of stimulating the demand. 
This they are more able to do as raw material is 
cheaper. There is not much doing and the mar- 
ket closes quiet at 59@60c for cityand Western. 
Elaine has been more active and prices remain 
firm at the figures previously quoted. We have 
sales to report of upward of 400 bbls at 50@52c. 

Strong neatsfoot oil of prime quality is entirely 
out of market. Weaker oils are offered at 85@ 
90c for prime, but these receive little attention 
the inquiry being for strong oil. We hear of no 
No. 1 on the market. The nominal quotation for 
the latter is 80c.

The 
“ Girondin,” however, proved equal to the task 
of disinfecting the half-roasted carcasses so that 
it was possible for workmen to remove them 
without danger to themselves or the residents of 
that part of the city. The disinfectant has been 
adopted by the Board of Education, as well as 
the Fire and Police Departments of Brooklyn, 
for use in the buildings under their charge.

There has been more firmness shown since our 
last report, and though no increase in bnsiness

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Boraté of Giutholasite. 

The Chemist and Druggtst says that Dede 
Vrij, of the Hague, adds to his other merits 
that of being an authority upon cinchona; 
its cultivation, and its preparations. He has 
just brought forward a new febrifuge, to 
which he has given the name of borate of 
uinvidine. Shortly after the discovery of 
quinine by Pelletie? ana Cavetitoti, 4 Get 
inan cheinist, Serturnei, to wWhorti we afe 
indebted for morphia, foiind in yellow bark 
ah anotphois alkaloid, called by him chini- 
oldih, with the flirthef designation of ‘killer 
of fevers.” Since the introduétion of the 
industrial cultivation of cinchona numerous 
analyses have confirmed the fact of the 
existence of this amorphous alkaloid. In 
1872, whilst analyzing a certain red cinchona 
sent by the Duke of Argyll as Secretary of 
State for India, Dr. de Vrij found not less 
than 80 parts of this amorphous alka- 
loid in 100 patts of the mixed alka- 
loids obtained. He considered then, as 
he has since dotie consistently, that 
ah alkaloid of suth known great febrifuge 
power should not be lost to therapeutics. 
As the combinations of this alkaloid with 
acids are equally amorphous and very 
soluble in water, it is found in the mother 
liquor of the sulphate of quinine works, and 
may be precipitated from it by an alkali in 
the form of a resinoid matter, of dark color, 
called crude commercial quinoidine. Un- 
fortunately a mass of imputities makes up 
the greater part, so that it cannot be used 
therapeutically in this state. More or less 
purified, this quinoidine has been employed 
as a febrifuge in various countries; but in 
France ic is only since 1878 that attention 
has been ditected to it by a memoir read 
before the Academy May 21, 1878; by Dr. 
Burdel. The quinoidine has been purified | * 
by M. Duriez by a process not divulged. 
After many years’ endeavor to introduce 
quinoidine in a suitable form into medicine, 
Doctor de Vrij considers that he has at 
length attained his object by combining the 
amorphous alkaloid contained in crude qui 
noidine with boric acid. The method fol- 
lowed has already been published in Dutch, 
and will goon be translated into French; 
meanwhile the remedy is prepared in an 
unexceptional manner by the firm of Dar- 
rasse & Co., Paris. Borate of quinoidine is 
an amorphous powder, more or less yellow, 
and very slightly hygroscopic. It is soluble 
in three parts of cold water, and the solution 
is decidedly alkaline. Its solubility and 
alkaline reaction give it a superiority over 
the sulphate otf quinine in hypodermic injec- 
tions; 100 parts of borate convain at least 54 
parts of pure quinoidine. The right hand 
molecular rotation varies from 10° to 20°, 
being a means of ascertaining the genuine- 
ness of the preparation. Considering the 
received opinion as to the cause of marsh 
fever, and the antiseptic properties of boric 
acid, this combination of boric acid with the 
amorphous alkaloid of the cinchonas may 
reasonably be expected to prove useful, 
particularly in those countries where fevers 
are eudemic, and where the high price of 
sulphate of quinine is often an obstacle to 


its use. Whereas the sulphate costs at the | 


present moment 500 francs the kilo, the new 
febrifuge will not exceod 40 francs, Dr. 
Hermanides has tried the remedy in Hol- | 
land, and gives a favorable report.

ton first succeeded in producing in 1860, 
in that he heated the hydrate of soda toa 
far greater temperature than was up to that 
time usual; to a temperature, namely, at 
which the iron itself separated as oxide, 
and the clear caustic soda, melting, re- 
mained. Outside the limits of Lancashire, 
for a long time, the manufacture took no 
be sure, 
it was produced by dissolving and causti- 
calcined, but 
by this costly process there could be no 
competition with the west of England fac- 
tories ; it is only within a very few years 
that caustic soda has been made, on the 
Tyne and in Glasgow from raw lyes. In 
Germany, since at least 1859, caustic soda 
has been made, but forseveral years subse- 
quent thereto, of very inferior quality, un- 
til in fact German chemists, who had been 
educated for that purpose in England, also 
transplanted the fabrication of white caus- 
tic soda thither, where it has spread im- 
mensely owing to the enormous demand 
for its use in alizarine manufacture, wood- 
cellulose &c., &c. A very excellent quality 
of caustic soda is now largely produced in 
both Germany and Austria (Aussig), and 
in increased proportion to that of soda salt, 
In France the proportion remians very low. 
As above remarked, in many places cal- 
cined soda was formerly dissolved and 
made caustic with lime, but where caustic 
soda is produced as an article of commerce 
this method is found too expensive ; the 
raw lye obtained by lixiriating the raw 
soda with lime is the one preferred. For 
this purpose in Lancashire they make use 
of generally semi-cylindrical vessels 6 to 9 
and of 
an equal depth, They are all provided 
with a teed-pipe for raw lye, a water con- 
duit, asteam pipe and a discharge cock ; 
they differ, however, in the method by 
which the stirring of the mass is effected, 
In many cases there is no mechanical con- 
trivance for effecting this latter object ; the 
lime in an unslaked state is placed ina 
resevoir constructed of iron staves (attached 
to the side of the semi-cylinder) in which 
it is subsequently slaked, the coarser parts 
of the lime are thus held back in the reser- 
voir whilo the finer milk passes through. 
The steam pipes enter the vessels vertically 
at numeious points close to the {bottom, 
and the stream of steam effects by itself a 
good motion of the liquid, though this 
method is only suitable for smaller fac 
tories, and does not obtain the full benefit

For crimson the same quantity 
of cochineal and water is used, but only 3 
parts tartar and 14¢ part alum are taken. 


The third method consists in the employ- 
ment of the colorimeter; 1 part cochineal is 
treated with 100 parts boiling water, and 
the solution examined in the colorimeter 
against another one obtained by means of 
a standard sample, 

The fourth process is proposed by Penny. 
It is a volumetric determination of the col- 
oring matter by the employment of ferro- 
cyanide of potassium. A solution of 2 
parts cochineal in 50 parts water is pre- 
pared with a little caustic potash, at the 
same time a standard solution of ferrocyan 
ide is prepared by dissolving 1 part of this 
substance in 50 parts of water. When the 
ochineal solution is cold it is diluted with 
50 parts water, and the standard cyanide 
solution added from a graduated burette 
until the liquor becomes of a brown-yellow 
color. A standard cochineal sample is 
treated in the same way, and the resultsare 
compared. This method also is far from 
being trustworthy, since there may be other 
oxidizable substances in the cochineal sam- 
ples, which would then count as color. 

Ammonia cochineal is a hard and dry 
paste, which may have been sophisticated 
with cochineal or other iakes. These adul- 
terations are easily estimated by incinera- 
tion of the sample and weighing ‘of the 
ashes. However, the same methods of test- 
ing can be used as with cochineal itself,

Although the consumption of cochineal 
diminishes every day, on account of the 
different new coloring matters which re- 
place it with advantage, it is still used toa 
certain extent, and therefore the following, 
from our contemporary the Technologiste, 
will be interesting for our readers: Cochi- 
neal has sometimes been sophisticated with 
several substances, such as white lead, lead 
filings, talc, etc., and sometimes a product 
is prepared which is entirely a fraud, as it 
consists of spent cochineal in paste, which 
is immersed in a bath containing logwood 
and afterwards 


Cochineal itself is sometimes mixed with 
archil powder, Brazil wood, or dragon’s 


Red cochineal, which is of lower quality 
than the grey, is made to imitate the latter 
by means of talc or white lead. In order 
to discover if cochineal has been so adul- 
terated it is only necessary to rub the cochi- 
neal between the fingers, when the white 
powder will be easily distinguished, When 
true cochineal is thrown in water it swells, 
and it is easy to distinguish the nine rings 
which are found on the back of the insect; 
the imitation cochineal goes into a paste as 
the gum which holds the particles together 
In order to deter- 
mine if cochineal has been sophisticated 
with lead filings it is shaken with water and 
left to settle, when the lead will deposit at

A correspondent in the Petroleum World 
thus speaks of oil matters in the lower 
field: For several years past the lower oil 
field, on account of the surprising attrao- 
tions in the northern region or McKean 
county yield of petroleum, has been lost 
sight of, as it were, until recently, Brad- 
ford being on a rapid decline, and Rich- 
burg not panning out to any remarkable 
extent, the rampant producers begin to 
cast about them for some more inviting ter- 
ritory wherein to bounce the festive drill. 
In their emergency they shoot figurative 
glances at their old and true love, the Low- 
er oil country. And why should they not 
return here? Has not time confirmed the 
fact that Clarion, Butler and Armstrong 
county’s oil fields yields the longest of any 
ever discovered? Has not it also been 
demonstrated by the premium paid per 
barrel over market quotations for Lower 
country crude that is the best in the 
world? Being cognizaut of these facts, 
and remembering that in their haste to 
reach the Northern field they left behind 
hundreds of acres of unperforated territory 
here, is it any wonder the tide is turn’ng 
this way? ‘True, the reaction is as yet slow 
but the increasing operations as shown by 
the oil report, from month to month, of 
late, shows that it has certainly set in, and 
indicates that a year hence this region will 
have attained ina degree some of its for 
mer activity. The report at the close of 
the month will show twice the number of 
rigs and drilling wells as shown by that of 
June. 

The neighborhood of Byrom Centre 
seems to be the head of present operations, 
It can be rightly said of this field ‘that it 
has seen more ups and downs in the period 
that it has existed than any other known. 
A number of fine wells havo been 
struck here, and while it is true 
that for the compasg..of the little field it 
has 4 nice production, yet itis so exceed- 
ingly “spotted,” uncertain and treacherous 
operators are always in a quandary as_ to 
whether they will get a dry hole or a 
spouter, even when drilling in the very 
best and most certain portions of the field. 
For a year past up to three months ago, al- 
most all activity had ceased, and the re- 
gion was comparatively deserted. In Au- 
gust Duncan & Dodd struck .a 20-barrel 
well about a mile south of west from By- 
rom Centre,on the H. C. Anderson farm, 
and in the extreme front of the field. This 
tended to infuse new blood into the veins 
of the lethareetic producers 1n the vicinity 
and active steps at once began toward 
pushing the limits of the new discovery. 
Leases were eagerly sought for on the sur- 
rounding farms and some half a dozen 
























































wells were started. Story Adams 
and Tash on the Alexander Ander- 
son farm secured the lease 
that was the keystone of seve- 


ral hundred acres of surrounding terri- 
tory, and their well has been watched from 
the beginning with great interest. It was 
completed Monday and tubed yesterday 
and is variously estimated at from 4 to 10 
barrels, Had it been a 20-barreler thi gs 
in these diggings would have become red 
hot, as it is, however, I anticipate that 
there will not be many wells drilled other 
than those started at present, unless some 
one now under way pans out largely. 

The lightness of the sand and its different 
color and formation in wells closely con- 
sidered in the eyes of experienced oil men 
makes it impossible for the region to ever 
be very lasting or prolific. 
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A New vompetitor with Indigo. 


Our readers will remember the great 
sensation created some time ago by the an- 
nouncement that artificial indigo, or rather 
that the nitro-propiolic acid, was in the 
market, and also the discussion which took 
place as to whether the new product would 
or would not replace the natural dyestuff. 
As is always the case in such discussions, 
the opinions differed very much. Up to 
the present time, propiolic acid does not 
seem to have answered the expectations 
which were formed of it. Itis certainly 
used in calico printing, but qunly for cer- 
tain goods.’ Its employment is far trom 
peing general, it would appear, on account 
of ita high price, “However, there seems to 
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be even 4 more powerful competitor to in- 
digo than the propiolic acid, if reports are 
to be believed which come frém Muthouse 
regarding the discovery of a new class of 
coloring natters, among them being a blue 
dyestuff, which is stated to yield very fast 
indigo blue shades, either on wool or 
cotton, with the especial advantage of ex- 
ceeding cheapness. According to Dr. 
Noelteng, Messrs. Horace Koechlin and 
Otto N. Witt have just patented a process 
bp means of which a new class of colors is 
formed, some of which seem likely to have 
a great future before them. An account of 
this discovery has been published in the 
Moniteur Scientifique, from which we gather 
that the new dyes range from blue to violet 
shades, and their special and certainly 
welcome features are cheapness and great 
solidity. They are easily obtained by the 
action of the so-called nitrose derivates of 
phenols aromaticomines, etc., on phenols 
in alkaline solution at the ordinary tem- 
perature. 

The coloring matter is developed after a 
certain time, but its formation is acceler- 
ated by the addition of some reducing 
agent, like zinz powder or stannous oxide 
and a little ammonia. The nitrosodime- 
thyl-aniline, or nitroso-resorcine-phenol, 
are recommended on one side, and on the 
other carbolic acid, resorcine, orcine or 
naphthol, the latter either as such or sul- 
phornated derivates. These coloring mat- 

ers are quite different from those obtained 
some time ago by Dr. Witt and studied by 
Mr. Meldola. 


Another method by which the coloring 
substance can be obtained is recommend- 
ed by Messrs, Koechlir and Witt, who 
have given the name of indophenols to 
these new products. The following is de- 
scribed as the reaction: The nitroso-di- 
methyl-aniline is reduced in a dilute mu- 
riatic solution by means of zinc dust, then 
mixed with an alkaline solution of napthol 
and bichromate of potash; afterwards 
when the mixture is complete, common 
acetic acid is added cautiously when the 
coloring matter is at once formed ang com- 
pletely precipitated. When the solution 
has become acid by a slight excess of acetic 
acid, the precipitate is filtered, washed, 
and sent into the market in the form of a 
powder or paste, 


The derivate of naphthol is of a pure 
blue shade, that of the phenol has a greener 
hue, while the dyestuffs obtained from re- 
sorcine and naphthol are violet. The in- 
dophenol paste when dried in the open air 
greatly resemble Guatemala indigo; it dis- 
solves in concentrated sulphuric acid, is 
but little soluble in alcohol, and dissolves 
more readily in phenol, 

The new col ors are applied on the fibres 
in the same way as indigo—tnat is, the 
color is rendered soluble by reduction, 
when leuco-indophenol is formed. For in- 
stance, in w ool-dyeing the paste is mixed 
with alkaline water, and heated to about 
80 deg. C. With grape sugar the liquor 
becomes greenish, and has the same ap- 
pearance as an ordinary indigo vat. After 
diluting the liquor with hot water the wool- 
is immersed in the bath and worked until 
the desired shade is obtained, when it is 
pressed to remove the excess of liquor and 
washed. To develop the color it is either 
exposed to the air or better oxidised in a 
fresh bath by means of chromates or other 
oxidisers; but the authors recommend an 
original meshod of their own. This con- 
sists of passing the wool into an ammonia- 
cal solution of a copper salt, through which 
airis blown. The copper salt oxidises the 
leuco-indophenol, and is itself reoxidised 
to cupric salt by the oxygen of the air. 
Wool dyed by this method is said to resist 
milling perfectly well, but the resistance of 
the dye to strong mineral acidsis not so 
great as its resistance to milling. Cotton 
can be dyed in the same way, only a more 
concentrated vat must be prepared. 

For printing, the blue paste is thickened 
by means of starch paste, and mixed with 
a small quantity of soda and a reducing 
agent, such as glucose, zinc powder or 
hydrosulphite, The color thus obtained 
is printed on cloth, prepared with sulpho- 
late of ammonia, and the color developed 
by steaming for one hour and a half or two 
hours. This method allows of associating 
this blue with alizarine seq and apiline 
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black. In general all: steam colors give 
very regular results,. but this method is 
still capable of improvement. Messrs‘ 
Koechlin and Witt have also patented sev- 
eral methods of obteining the blue direct 
on the fabric. The results ottained are 
considered very satisfactory, and the color, 
although cheap, is very good, and can be 
gotup to the deepest shade—in fact, al- 
most black, and of bronzy hue. The fol- 
lowing area few of the methods actually 
used in practice: 

1. The calico is padded in a solution of 
naphthol in caustic soda, and then printed 
with a thickened mixture of the hydroch- 
lorate of nitresodimethyl-aniline, with a 
reducing agent, such as stannous oxide or 
glucose, which only react in presence of an 
alkali. The color is developed by steam- 
ing. 

2. Tho goods are wadded with the re- 
ducing substance. For instance, glucose 
and a thickened mixture of nitroso-dime- 
thyl-aniline and naphthol soda is printed 
on. The color in this case is also devel- 
oped by steaming. 

2, A thickened mixture of diamido-dime- 
thyl-aniline and napthol soda is printed ; 
it is aftewards steamed, and the goods 
passed through a bath containing bichro- 
mate of potash to develop the color. 

It is believed that these new dyestuffs 
have a great future before them, and that 
they will replace indigo in many of its ap- 
plications. If the shades so obtained 
do not withstand acids so well as in- 
digo and propiopolic acid, they are 
quite stable against soap and chlorine, and 
they are much cheaper than indigo. It is 
especially in cases where propiolic acid 
cannnot be used on account of its high 
price that the new product will be found of 
great advantage ; for instance, for blotches 
and one-color goods. Propiolic acid does 
not stand steaming, while the indophenol 
is developed by it, and can therefore be 
connected with alizarine ceruleme, dye- 
wood extracts, and, in short, with all steam 
colors, the uses of which have become so 
extensive during the last twelve years. 

Goods printed with propiolic acid and 
xanthate have a disagreeable smell, which 
cannot be removed even by repeated soap- 
ings and washing; while goods printed 
with indophenol do not possess this unde- 
sirable property in the least degree. It is 
to be hoped that the reactions which cause 
the formation of indophenol will be further 
studied and utilized for producing other 
interesting and useful coloring substances.

The Russian Oil Field. 

Some interesting facta in relation to the 
present position of the petroleum industry 
in Russia, which have evidently been con- 
tributed by some one experienced in the 
field of that country, is given in the last 
issue of Stowell’s Reporter. 

Late and reliable advices from the Rus- 
sian petroleum fields on the Caspian and 
Black Seas state that at the former point 
there has been an_ increase of production 
this year, and the price of oil at the wells 
has declined to two copecks per pood, 
equal to eight cents per barrel of forty gal- 
lons. This extreme low price is caused by 
the lack of a sufficient outlook for the pro- 
duct to the markets of Europe, the tonnage 
capacity ot the Caspian Sea being entirely 
inadequate to the yearly increasing com 
merce of the countries bordering upon that 
sea. To relieve this pressing want the 
Russian Government, in January, 1880, 
ordered the building of a railway from 
Baku, on the Caspian, to Tiflis, the capital 
of the Caucasus, which already had railroad 
connection with Poti, a port on the Black 
Sea. The completion of this road will 
furnish the required outlet and will enable 
the Baku oil men to put their product into 
the heart of Europe; and into{direct compe- 
tition with American oils. The length of 
the road from Baku to Poti will be 600 
miles. 

Ou] mining on the Black Sea continues to 
be actively prosecuted, though as yet there 
is no material increase in the production 
there. The French cempany which is op- 
erating on the lands of the ‘‘ Cossacks of 
the Kouban,” has in its employ a number 
of expert workmen from the Pennsylvania 
Oil Region, and has made this year several 
shipments of American well machinery, in- 





cluding pipe and pumps for a pipe ling. 


from Iisky, where its wells are, to ‘the har- 
bor of Novorossisk, a distance of sixty-five 
miles. The total product of this company’s 
wells is about eighty barrels per day. There 
is besides at Kudahko in the same district, 
a product of 20 barrels per day, be- 
longing to Russians, making the efitire 
product of the Kouban Valley oil fields, 
including the peninsula of Taman, a little 
over 100 barrels per day; for though there 
are many wells in the Black Sea district 


‘outside of Ilsky and Kudahko, their pro- 


duct is so small, being measured by ga!lons 
and consumed where it is produced, that it 
need not be computed. Tho latter remarks 
apply equally to the Crimea, where there 
are also many small wells.

Fish Glues. 


From the volume of ‘‘ Work Manual,” by 
Mr. John Phin, devoted to the subject of 
cements and glues, from which we quoted 
an article a few weeks since, we extract the 
following notes relative to fish glues. A 
portion of the information here given has 
been asked for by some of our readers, 
heretofore, and the entire article will, no 
doubt, prove interesting. 

An attempt has been made to prepare 
glue from the skins and refuse of fish in 
the same way that ordinary glue is prepared 
fiom the skins and offal of land animals: 
Such glue has been made in large quantity, 
and forms a very good size for some pnr- 
poses. Thus far, however, it has been 
found impossible to free it from a very dis- 
agreeable fish-like odor, and another objec- 
tion is, that it does not gelatinize. It is 
probable that by exercising greater care 
and by using the skins alone, freeing th 
from scales and oil, a very strong a 
serviceable glue might be prepared. The 
ordinary method at present in use for 
curing fish, will, probably, at no distant 
day, give place to others by which the pro- 
duct will be more condensed and more 
palatable. In that case it is probable that 
fish skins will be an important part of the 
refuse, and a method of obtaining good 
glue from them will be a most valuable 
process. That there is no inherent diffi- 
culty with mere fish product is shown by 
the manufacture of isinglass, which is one 
of the strongest glues that we have. The 
northern seas will probably be the chief 
seats of this new industry, as the skins can 
then be subjected to the processes required, 
without such danger from putrefaction as 
exists in warm climates, 

A correspondent of one of our technolog- 
ical papers describes a method of preparing 
glue from fish scales. We have never tried 
it, but give his account of it for what it is 
worth. He says: ‘The natives of the 
Maldive and Laccadive Islands, and the 
Malays, uf the coast of Borneo and Sumatra, 
havea glue which they make as follows: 
They take the scales of a kind of fish, 
called by English and American sailors, 
salt-water trout, ,identical with the salt- 
water trout of the Gulf of Mexico), ard 
after thoroughly washing them in a glazed 
earthern jar, which they stopper tightly, 
and weight so that it will remain under 
water, they put this jar in a pot of water, 
and boil it until the scales are reduced to a 
semi-transparent viscous mass. This re- 
quires several hours’ boiling. Care should 
be taken that no water or extraneous matter, 
fluid or solid, be allowed to get into the jar 
with the scales, The glue thus made is the 
most tenacious, and at the same time the 
most transparent and beautiful that I have 
ever seen. I have made it in this country 
from the scales of perch, trout, and bass. 
I am informed that a similar glue is made 
from the bladders ot various fishes,” 

The bows of the Laplanders are composed 
of two pieces of wood, glued together. 
One of them is of birch, which is flexible 
and the other of the fir of the marshes, 
which is stiff, in order that the bow when 
bent may not break and when unbent it 
may not bend. When these two pieces are 
bent, all the points ot contact endeavor to 
disunite themselyes, and to prevent this 
the Laplanders employ the following 
cement: They take the skins of the 
largest perches, and having dried them so 
that the greasy part may be removed by 
scraping and wiping, and the oil soaked

They then put four OF fivg 
of these skins in a reindeer's. bladder, or 
they wrap them up in the soft-bark-of the 
birch tree, in such a manner’ that water 
cannot touch them, and place them thts 
covered in a pot of boiling water with 4 
stone above them to keep them at the bot: 

When they have boiled about ay 
hour, they take them from the bladder or 
bark, and they are then found to be soft 
or viscous, like strong glue. In this stat, 
they employ them for glueing together th, 
two pieces of their bows, which they 
strongly compress together and tie up up.

Acid Fumes Uninjurious, 

Everyone who has visited vitriol works 
knows the iusufferable feeling of choking 
produced by the fumes of the evaporation 
chamber, and even those who have not had 
that opportunity must occasionally hayg 
experienced the disagreeable sensation of 
breathing the fumes of burning sulphur 
from a match. This choking sensation 
seems not. to be felt by animals; it is due 
to a spasm in the glottis and the involu. 
tary contraction of the vocal chords. The 
object of a series of experiments lately 
made was to ascertain whether such acid 
fumes are absorbed by the lungs and con. 
veyed into the blood. For this purpose 
rabbits and dogs were exposed to the dense 
fumes of sulphuric acid for more than an 
hour at a time, and a careful examination 
of the animals showed that the acid is not 
absorbed by the lungs, It was curious to 
remark that on the exposure of an animal 
nitric acid and vapor of such strength 
that the hair and even the membrane 
auffer in health, and the only effect of the 
acid tumes in the air was to diminish the 
proportion of oxygen. This explains what 
has often been a source ot wonder, that 
workmen in chemical works are not inju 
riously effected by the acid fumes.

The consumption of ethereal oils in the 
manufacture of perfumery is, as is well 
known, enormous. To introduce these 
new oils in this bianch is much more 

ifficult, as with the liquor branch, al- 
crak hee may be used equally profitable. iP SO 
The difficulties are based principally on 
the fact, that perfumers work according to 
fixed and tested formulae, which no manu- 
facturer likes to change. 
touch this question further at present, but 
= would like to mention only one fact : the 

easy solubility of my patented ethereal 
oils in diluted spirits, which makes them 
exceptionally fit for use in preparing aro- 
matic waters. Water only dissolves small 
quantities of ethereal oils, while these new 
patented oils dissolve to a much larger 
percentage in water than the ordinary oils 
of the market, and they are especially 
adapted for the preparation of new odo1is 
or bouquets. 

Neither will pharmacy be able to disre- 
9 gard the patented #ethereal oils for the 
future. From what I have said so far, it 
becomes evident that only the oxygenous 
components of crude ethereal oils deter- 
mine their quality and character, and con- 
sequently they are the only ones to be con- wey: 
sidered, practically. It becomes one of 
the tasks of modern pharmacy to establish, 
by further investigations, the true aspect 

of this question. 

The preparations made by the author 
furnish the best opportunity for this pur- 
pose: those that have been considered 
heretofore as carbonhydrates, plain and 
simple, and have been represented as ‘‘free 
from oxygen.” Among these were counter 
oils of lemon, oil ot orange peel, oil of 
juniper, oil of parsely, oil of pepper, oil of 
cajeput; all were considered to be repre- 
sented by the formula CjoHig. The differ- 
ences of odor were ascribed to isomeries. 
That this was a mistake is proven by the 
fractions isolated by me from oil of lemon 
and orange peel, boiling at a comparatively 
high temperature, and breught into the 
market as patented ethereal oil of lemons 
and of orange peel. 

According to the examinations of Dr. 
Geissler, both oils, brought in contact with 
metallic sodium, oxydize the latter, espe. 
cially so the patented oil of lemon ; con- 
sequently they must contain) oxygen, and 
a comparison of those portions of the nat- 

“ural oil, free of oxygen, with those con- 

taining the latter shows, that also in these 
oils dxygen is the carrier ofthe odor, and not 
the isomeric construction of the same. The 
greater or lesser proportion of oxygen con- 
tained in the oils combined with its position 
in the molecule gives rise to the difterence 
of flavor and taste in these oils. This fact 
is of undeniable importance to science, as 
it opens a way to look into the secret work- 
sheps of natureand resolves to study a 
new field. But not science and theory 
alone, but also practice finds in these pre- 
parations objects of significance and im- 
portance. Chemistry has so far not suc- 
ceeded in finding oxygen in the oils above 
mentioned, because the oxygenous com- 
ponents are contained in the natural oils 
in very small quantities; the author, how- 
ever, has succeeded in isolating the same 
and to obtain in a pure state the substance 
giving tasteand odor to the product of 
nature. 

The proper treatment of oil of lemon and 
orange is a difficult task, but nevertheless 
ithas been possible, the pure smelling 
and tasting principle by proper manipula- 
tion. These preparations also are very 
easily soluble in diluted alcohol or spirits, 
and as their solutions never permit the pos- 
sibility of a mouldy odor of th? products 
made with them, they are excellent for

The advance in cubebs and the circum- 
stances attending it constitute so remark- 
able a commercial movement as to atirac 
comment from a class of newspapers which 
does not usually recognize business mat- 
ters as worthy of attention.
